SA N JO S E , Feb. 15.— Comet Hailey 
was seen at the Santa Clara college 
observatory last evening at 6 :48 o’­ 
clock, through the eight-inch equator­ 
ial telescope. 
Its nucleus 
is 
quite 
visible, and is surrounded by a whit­ 
ish halo resembling very much the 
one around the moon when 
the at­ 
mosphere is laden with water vapors. 
The comet is now far advanced in 
the constellation of the “ Fishes,” and 
getting very near the sun, so that it 
is best to look for it between 6 and 
7 o’clock in the evening. 
Some time j 
before 7 o’clock it passes behind the 
western hills. 
After a short time the comet will 
pass conjunction and will become a 
morning star, and the delight of the 
early risers. 
Then it will recross the 
sun and be at the east of it and get 
nearer and .nearer to .the earth, and 
the naked eye will enjoy a full view 
of it about next May.
